AN optician was expecting to 
give a customer a simple eye test 
but made a discovery that saved 
her life. 

Vipul Jyoti, 24, spotted signs of 
swelling behind the eye of the 
woman who had expected noth¬ 
ing more than a routine check¬ 
up on Saturday at Rose Opti¬ 
cians in the Harvey Centre, Har¬ 
low. 

His quick thinking was essen¬ 
tial and the Harlow woman, who 
is aged in her 30s and did not 
wish to be named, was rushed to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, 
Hamstel Road, Harlow. 

Mr Jyoti, who lives in Red¬ 


bridge, London, said: “It was a 
patient who came in with a head¬ 
ache and it turned out there was 
something quite serious going 
on in her brain. 

“I found something called 
intracranial hypertension and it 
has to be treated as soon as 
possible. 

“It can lead to death.” 




Swelling 


Intracranial hypertension 
(IH) is a rare but potentially fatal 
condition which develops rap¬ 
idly and causes brain swelling or 
intracranial bleeding. 

The woman had a variety 
called idiopathic IH, which has 
no known cause. 

She urgently needed a small 


puncture in the spine to 
relieve pressure on the 
brain. 

If left untreated it leads to a 
swelling of the nerves in the 
eyes, which is what Mr Jyoti 
observed. 

If he had not made the | 
discovery the swelling 
could have caused blind¬ 
ness and even threatened 
her life. 

Opticians are wary of IH 
after eight-year-old Ipswich 
boy, Vincent Barker, died in 
July 2012 five months after 
optician Honey Rose failed to 
notice or respond to hydro 
cephalus, a similar eye con¬ 
dition.

Tears in the 
dock as man 
is cleared of 
manslaughter 
of colleague 

A FORMER Cheshunt man wept 
as he was cleared of the 
manslaughter of a work 
colleague in Harlow. 

A jury took just 30 minutes 
to find IT worker Bradley Casey, 
21, now of Castle Street in 
Thetford, Norfolk, not guilty at 
the end of a four-day trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday. 

The man who died was 53- 
year-old William Wareham, a 
work colleague of Mr 
Casey’s. 

The fatal incident happened at 
a BUPA Healthcare Christmas 
party at the Park Inn Hotel, 
Harlow. 

Drinking 

The court had been told that 
Mr Casey, formerly of Palmers 
Way, Cheshunt, Mr Wareham 
and another colleague had gone 
out to get a taxi to go drinking 
elsewhere. 

But while they were 
waiting, Mr Casey struck Mr 
Wareham, which resulted in 
him falling backwards and 
cracking his head on the 
pavement. 

He died in hospital less than 36 
hours later. 

Mr Casey had told the court 
he threw the punch after Mr 
Wareham had attacked him 
with a cigarette, and said he 
had acted in “self defence.” 

The judge in his summing up 
had told the jury that if they 
accepted that Mr Wareham 
had been the “aggressor” 
they then had to decide 
whether Mr Casey had used 
“reasonable force” to defend 
himself. 

Trembling 

As the jury returned to the 
packed court to give their 
verdict, Mr Casey, dressed in a 
grey suit and white shirt with a 
blue tie, stood trembling in the 
dock and wept as the jury 
foreman announced “not 
guilty”. 

There were whoops of joy from 
Mr Casey’s family in the public 
gallery of the court, and they 
embraced him as he left the 
dock. 

Afterwards, he left the court 
tight-lipped, making no comment 
on the outcome.

Making a stand in the 
hate crime campaign 


Police around the country are marking 
national hate crime awareness week. Chief 
reporter Sam Meadows found out what’s going 
on in Hertfordshire and Essex... 


HATE crime is on the rise in Hert¬ 
fordshire and Essex and an awareness 
week is aiming to put the spotlight on 
the issue. 

Police forces around the country 
are showing their support for victims 
and pledging to be tough on perpet¬ 
rators throughout the campaign, 
which started on Saturday and runs 
until Friday. 

Reports of hate crime across Hert¬ 
fordshire rose by more than a quarter 
in the past year - from 833 between 
April and October last year, to 1,061 in 
the same period this year. 

In Essex, the number of incidents in 
2016 looks set to top the 1,200 reports 
for the whole of 2015 - having reached 
1,127 by the end of August. 

And the number of hate crimes has 
shot up since 2010, when only 979 
incidents were recorded. 

Superintendent Dean Patient, who 


leads on hate crime for Hertfordshire 
Constabulary, expressed concern that 
the issue often goes unreported. 

He said: “Hate crime awareness 
week give us a platform to get the 
message to them that victims will be 
taken seriously. 

“It is only through people reporting 
the issue that we can investigate it, 
support victims and stop it happening 
again.” 

According to the police, many vic¬ 
tims and witnesses try to ignore hate 
crime for fear of the repercussions of 
reporting it. 

But Hertfordshire’s Police and 


Crime Commissioner David Lloyd 
said witnesses had nothing to fear 
from coming forward. 

“Hertfordshire is a safe and tol¬ 
erant place to live, work and visit, 
however the figures show that a small 
number of totally unacceptable incid¬ 
ents do occur,” he said. 

“We must challenge this behaviour 
so it is not allowed to fester and cause 
further damage to our community. 

“I commissioned research into the 
experiences of hate crime victims in 
order to improve support services for 
them and the recommendations will 
now shape the next hate crime 


strategy for the county. 

“However in order to understand 
the complete picture, it is vital that 
victims come forward and report 
what is happening to them.” 

Essex Police Chief Constable Steph¬ 
en Kavanagh said: “Hate crime can 
take many forms from verbal abuse to 
bullying online to physical assault or 
damage to property. 

“Being the victim of a crime just 
because of who you are, what you look 
like or who you love is sickening and 
we must work together to stop it. 

“It’s time to hold our hands up and 
say ‘stop’. 

“If you or someone you know is the 
victim of such a crime, I need you to 
report it to us to give us a chance to 
investigate and prosecute offenders 
and to keep you and the different 
communities that make up our county 
safe.”

Specialist officers 
support victims 

HERTFORDSHIRE Constabulary has a dedicated 
team of hate crime officers (HCOs) working to 
support victims. 

The officers have received specific training 
meaning they are well equipped to raise 
awareness of the prevalence of the issue and 
support the victims of crime. 

The first thing HCOs do at the start of each day 
is assess all hate crimes in their area and 
determine whether the victims need additional 
support. 

Sam Bailey covers East Herts and Broxbourne 
and said hate crime could extend beyond racially 
aggravated incidents - to crimes targeting the 
LGBT community. 

Irfan Ishaq covers the diverse area of Welwyn 
Hatfield.

Harlow 
reports 
76 hate 
crimes 


BROXBOURNE is among the worst 
affected by the rise in hate crime across 
the eastern region. 

The number of crimes reported shot up 
by 43 per cent, from 76 between April and 
October 2015 to 109 in the same period 
this year. 

Stevenage experienced and even 
greater rise - 58 per cent - while reports 
rose by 24 per cent in North Herts and 15 


per cent in East Herts. 

In Essex, only 20 offences have been 
reported in Uttlesford this year, while 84 
and 76 hate crimes were reported in 
Epping Forest and Harlow respectively. 

Four offences were also reported at 
Stansted Airport. 

Broxbourne’s Chief Inspector Ian 
Butler said the rise was concerning but 
was quick to reassure the public. 


“After Brexit nationally there was a 42 
per cent rise and that sort of plateaued 
and has come down,” he said. 

“But I think it has given people more 
confidence in reporting it.” 

Addressing the rise in Broxbourne, he 
said: “I think we are a diverse 
community and we are on the outskirts 
of London so the way we interact may be 
different to other places in the county.” 
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Documentary shows 
girls can score goals 

Ladies’ team is subject of encouraging fly-on-the-wall piece

THE beautiful game is challenged in a 
documentary which explores the bar¬ 
riers which prevent women from 
enjoying the sport they love. 

This year Caris Rianne followed 
Harlow Town Ladies Football Club 
and Sumners Youth Football Club 
with a camera. 

The 24-year-old, of East Park, Har¬ 
low, recorded the team as they trained, 
played matches and talked openly 
about their experiences. 

Like a Girl, a two-part feature, will 
premiere on website Vimeo in Decem¬ 
ber through Rianne Pictures, the com¬ 
pany Miss Rianne founded. 

She said: “The documentary is 
about girls playing football in Harlow 
and the opportunities available to 
them which are sadly little. 

“Just this year a team folded in 
Harlow. Girls had to find another club 
and then face the difficult process of 
fitting into a new environment. 

“It speaks about the criticism girls 
face in playing the game and their 
uncertain career prospects.” 

Miss Rianne was driven to make the 
film as she was unable to find a team to 
play for when she was younger. But 
when she looked to document a team 
last year she was shocked to find the 
situation had not improved. Harlow 
Town Ladies was only founded in time 
for the 2015/16 campaign. 

Mostly working alone for the project, 
Miss Rianne interviewed players and 
the team’s manager Grant Palmer. 

Like a Girl offers an inspiring look 
into the lives of women who are 
determined to keep playing. 


Miss Rianne added: “During the 
winter months it was freezing and I 
admired these girls coming out every 
week and training with full enthu¬ 
siasm. It was eye-opening to meet a 
variety of girls who all shared the love 
of football but played it for different 


reasons. They had different stories of 
criticism they faced. 

“I hope people open their eyes to 
women’s football. Many girls struggle 
to find a home for their hobby. There 
aren’t many girls’ teams around and 
joining a boys’ team isn’t always a 


great experience, as we explore in the 
film. 

“But mainly, it’s to work on the 
stigma many people have.”

Rose was convicted of manslaughter 
by gross negligence and was handed a 
two year suspended sentence in 
August of this year. 

Mr Jyoti, who has worked at the 
practice for three and a half years, 
continued: “It is now routine to ask a 
customer if they have a headache. 

“It is done in all opticians. We have a 


look at the back of the back of the 
eye and that is when I saw the swell¬ 
ing.” 

“I freaked out a bit,” he admitted. 

“But we have to be calm and you 
cannot reveal anything (immediately). 
I contacted a colleague straight away 
and he agreed with me. 

“We had to send the patient straight 
to Princess Alexandra Hospital.” 


The woman is now on the road to a 
full recovery as expert treatment 
eased pressure on her brain on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Now Mr Jyoti, known as VJ to 
friends and colleagues, is being cel¬ 
ebrated for his work. 

He added: “There was a famous case 
where a boy died, we have to be careful 
every time we see someone.” 


Symptoms of IH include throbbing 
and severe headache and changes in 
vision, while some sufferers have 
experienced drowsiness and felt con¬ 
fused or irritable. 

There are two other varieties: Acute 
IH which comes on rapidly and chron¬ 
ic IH which is a lifelong condition 
caused by a build-up of fluid on the 
brain.

Mental Health Day raises awareness

WORLD Mental Health Day was 
marked across the town to inform 
residents about the realities of 
different conditions and the help 
available. 

The 2016 edition, which was 
held on Monday, carried the 
theme of Psychological First Aid. 
Harlow councillor Ian Beckett 
said it was a day to share pos¬ 
itivity and celebrate a healthy 
mindset. 

Speaking at A Celebration of 
Mental Health and Wellbeing, a 
conference in Sawbridgeworth 
Memorial Hall, he said: “I have 
overcome and managed depress¬ 
ive illness sufficiently to remain 
in full-time employment all my 
working life, save for a few 
months. 

“I have benefitted from profes¬ 
sional counselling, the NHS and 
some excellent GPs over the 
years. I’ve benefitted from well¬ 
being - though I didn’t know it 
had a name, and I’ve had and 
continue to have the love and sup¬ 
port of family and friends. 

“By sharing our stories we 
remind ourselves we are not alone 
and reassure others they are not 
either.” 



Authors Pete Hirst and Teigh- 
Ann Shave also spoke, as did 
health expert Nikki Robinson 
while music was provided by 
Refuge. 

In his talk Mr Beckett, the men¬ 
tal health champion for Harlow 
Council, drew reference to the 
central theme of the day #Ifeel- 
betterwhen. 

The idea of the hashtag is to 
encourage conversations on 
social media about mental health 
issues and allow sufferers to feel a 
connection. 

Mr Beckett added: “What I feel 
we need to hear more about is 
ordinary people who have exper¬ 
ienced mental problems and sur¬ 
vived.

MORE people in Harlow will have 
access to advice on benefits, hous¬ 
ing and debt thanks to a £300,000 
windfall. 

The Big Lottery Fund has this 
week announced the latest round 
of community projects across the 
east of England to benefit from a 
share of its £1.4m pot. 

Among the 47 successful pro¬ 
jects is Harlow Advice Centre, 
based in Harlow library, which 
has been allocated a total of 
£313,545 in Reaching Communit¬ 
ies grant. 

The money will go towards the 
SMARTAdvice Plus project which 
provides specialist money advice, 
assisted information and finan¬ 
cial capability training for res¬ 


idents on low incomes or have 
related issues such as literacy and 
numeracy difficulties or poor 
English language skills. 

Sue Jones, centre manager, is 
thrilled with the announcement. 
She said: “This Big Lottery Fund 
allows us to help a lot more people 
in Harlow. 

“Unfortunately, there are a lot 
of people in financial difficulty in 
the town, even if they are in work 
as many are on a low income. 

Tribunal 

“This money enables us to 
develop our work. 

“People phone us wanting 
information about their rights in 
lots of different circumstances. 

“In other cases, people need a 
case worker to go to tribunal for 
them, to apply for debt relief 


orders or to write to creditors to 
come to an affordable arrange¬ 
ment. We also work with people 
who did not realise they were 
entitled to benefits which would 
have prevented them from getting 
into debt in the first place. 

“This money will be spent on 
more specialist advisors so we can 
do the work that is required.

Officer is 
dismissed 
by panel 

A POLICE officer has been 
sacked for accessing confidential 
information. 

A misconduct panel dismissed 
Detective Constable Darren 
Paterson without notice for 
gross misconduct. 

Mr Paterson intentionally 
accessed the force’s computer 
systems to view, or attempt to 
view, confidential information 
that he should not have accessed. 

It took place between July 2009 
and October 2011, while he 
worked at Essex Police’s College 
as a trainer. 

Mr Paterson also failed to 
disclose “true and complete” 
details on vetting forms, 
Chelmsford County Court heard 
during the two-day hearing that 
concluded on Wednesday last 
week. 

Honesty 

The panel, chaired by 
independent legally qualified 
chairman Siobhan Goodrich, 
found Mr Paterson’s conduct had 
“breached the standards of 
professional behaviour” in the 
areas of confidentiality, duties 
and responsibilities and honesty 
and integrity. 

After the hearing, Assistant 
Chief Constable Maurice Mason 
said: “Officers and staff 
employed by Essex Police 
routinely come into contact with 
sensitive information and 
intelligence, and it is of the 
upmost importance that it is 
handled correctly and only ever 
accessed for valid policing 
purposes.”

Not affordable 

LAST week’s Star reported on 
Epping Forest District Council’s 
(EFDC’s) proposals for its local 
plan. The Government requires 
every local authority to publish 
such a plan by the end of next 
year. This plan sets out how 
many and where new homes can 
be built in each district between 
2017 and 2033. 

EFDC’s plan , which runs to 
379 pages, should worry every 
resident in Harlow because it 
proposes that some 9,200 homes 
are built within the Harlow 
boundary and a total of 16,100 in 
and around the town. This can 
mean only one thing, that is the 
loss of many of the publicly- 
owned green spaces in the town,

on which new homes will be 
built. It will be interesting to see 
what Harlow Council’s response 
will be when it produces its own 
plan for Harlow. EFDC’s plan 
includes the proposal to relocate 
the hospital and use the site for 
new housing, when only recently 
the health authority said that 
such a plan was unsustainable. 
Other proposals include more 
than doubling the number of 
properties at North Weald and 
building at Latton Priory, both of 
which will significantly increase 
traffic congestion at Junction 7 
of the Mil. 

So why are so many thousands 
of homes needed in Essex and 
Hertfordshire? The fact is that 
the population of the Epping 
Forest Distict area has only 
increased by 17,000 in the 50 
years from 1961 and 2011 and 
Harlow has only really seen a

rise due to the Church Langley 
and New Hall developments. 
Assumptions about population 
numbers are impossible to 
forecast, one has only to look 
back at the last ten years to see 
that no one predicted the rapid 
rise in the UK’s population. 

The simple fact is, that if you 
build more homes, more people 
will come to live in an area. The 
Epping plan suggest that most of 
the increase will be due to a 
natural increase from within the 
area, but no evidence is given to 
support this view. 

Most of the homes built will be 
for sale, at prices that only those 
coming out from London will be 
able to afford. 

And what of the future, what 
happens in 2033, where will 
homes be built in the following 
couple of decades? This and 
future governments must take

Warning 
over ‘scary’ 
clown craze 


ESSEX Police has warned 
residents about a clown craze 
that has seen masked 
individuals intimidate the 
public. 

The phenomenon originated in 
the USA but several clowns have 
been spotted in the UK in the 
past few days with images 
circulating on social media. 

Now the trend appears to have 
reached Essex. 

No reports of physical threats 
of harm or violence have been 
logged, with clowns typically 
frightening people in passing 
cars or staring at individuals 
from a distance. 

However, the intimidation 
caused has prompted police to 
step in. 

In a statement, Acting Chief 
Inspector Darren Deex, of Essex 
Police, warned that dressing up 
to scare others is an offence. 

He said: “Essex Police is aware 
of a number of reports from 
concerned residents across the 
county relating to people dressed 
as clowns, specifically near to 
schools during opening times. 

“It would appear the 
intentions of these clowns is to 
scare members of the public. 
However, to date there have been 
no reports of physical threats of 
harm or violence being caused.” 

Clowns are a common cause of 
phobia, partly due to the Batman 
villain Joker and the novel and 
subsequent film It - the author 
of which, Stephen King, has 
called for the craze to end.

Don’t fall victim to the 
killer in your home ... 

Warning issued after rise in carbon monoxide deaths in Essex 



TAKE ADVICE: Put up carbon monoxide detectors in your home

CARBON monoxide poisoning 
has already caused scores of pre¬ 
ventable deaths and poses a threat 
to residents with winter on the 
way. 

But despite a warning from 
Public Health England, many 
people in Essex are unaware of 
the risk posed by the gas known as 
the silent killer. 

Freedom of Information 
requests have shown a 58 per cent 
rise in poisoning cases in the 
county, with the young, and espe¬ 
cially children, the worst 
affected. 

Carbon monoxide can come 
from poorly maintained boilers, 
heaters and cookers but is odour¬ 


less which makes it nearly 
impossible to detect. 

Awareness campaign Project 
Shout found there were 73 incid¬ 
ents in Essex in the 2015/16 winter 
months, which compared to 46 the 
previous year. 

A poll carried out by the Star 
found 67 per cent of a group of 
readers do have a CO detector 
installed in their home. 

Fossil 

Dr Sotiris Vardoulakis, head of 
environmental change at Public 
Health England’s Centre for radi¬ 
ation, chemical and environment¬ 
al hazards, said: “Many of these 
deaths take place between Novem¬ 
ber and February due to faulty 
fossil duel and wood burning 
appliances leaking this lethal 


gas. 

“To lower the risk, we recom¬ 
mend that people should ensure 
that their fossil fuel and wood 
burning appliances are regularly 
checked by an appropriately 
registered engineer.” 

Dr Vardoulakis also said that a 
CO alarm should be installed in 
every room of a house which has 
an appliance. 

These comments were echoed 
by Rob Lyon, campaign director 
for Project Shout. 

He said: “These numbers are 
very concerning, particularly the 
rise in cases amongst the most 
vulnerable, namely children and 
the elderly. 

“Carbon monoxide poisoning 
can only be detected by an alarm 
as you can’t see, smell or taste it. 


“Children and older people are 
particularly at risk because their 
bodies are more susceptible and 


in the case of some older people, 
are less likely to keep their appli¬ 
ances serviced.”

WHEN an innocent 15-year-old 
schoolgirl was plucked from the 
streets and raped, it seemed 
implausible that she and her fam¬ 
ily would have to wait 15 years for 
justice. 

The girl was playing in a school 
concert on December 11,1997, but 
left early to visit her boyfriend 
who had fallen ill. 

She began walking to her boy¬ 
friend’s house, but was raped in 
Harlow on a grassy hillock known 
as Ten Metre Wood before she 
arrived. 

Investigation 

Despite a thorough investiga¬ 
tion, a BBC Crimewatch recon¬ 
struction and DNA screenings of 
around 100 men, the perpetrator - 
Jon Molt - was not found until 
2012. 

Molt, then 34 and living at 
Rushes Mead, was jailed for eight 
and a half years after a cold case 
investigation team used familial 
DNA to match him to the crime. 

This horrific case is just one of 
dozens of investigations which 
retired detective Ray Newman 
helped to crack as part of an elite 
squad of former police officers.

Mr Newman, who now lives 
in Rochford, was a police officer 
for more than 30 years before 
retiring in 2000. 

He joined the squad - known 
as the Major Crime Review 
Team - in 2002 and has now pub¬ 
lished a book chronicling his 
experiences.

to investigate cases today. 

The Harlow rape - which went 
unsolved for so long - is a large 
part of the book, alongside the 
shooting of Italian Guiseppe 
Guirone in Nazeing in 1978. 

“We worked on several live 
unsolved murders as well as the 
cold cases,” Mr Newman said. 

“There were domestic hom¬ 
icides, rapes like the one in Har¬ 
low, industrial manslaughter 
cases. 

“We were really just trying to 
help our colleagues out.” 

He added: “These kind of cases 
can be frustrating. Usually when 
you do a murder investigation you 
know who has done it. 

“We had a case in Chelmsford 
where we knew a woman had been 
killed by her grandson but we 
didn’t have the evidence.

APPEAL OVER FIRE DEATHS 


ONE of the cases which Ray 
Newman hopes may be given 
a boost by his new book is the 
death of six members of a 
family in a fire. 

Sabah Usmani and her five 
children perished in the blaze 
in Barn Mead, Harlow, on 
October 15, 2012, leaving her 
husband Abdul Shakoor as the 
only survivor. 

Despite a great deal of work 
the investigation hit a brick 
wall and Essex Police most 
recently appealed for 
information this time last year - 
three years on from the 
incident. 

An inquest at Chelmsford 
Coroners’ Court in 2014 heard 
that the evidence suggested 
the incident murder - but an 
accidental cause could not be 
ruled out. 

Dr Usmani died along with 
Hira, 12, Sohaib, 11, Muneeb, 
nine, Rayyan, six and Maheen 
Shakoor, three.

publicity surrounding these 
past cases will help deter people 
from committing crime in the 
future. 

“Essex Police have done some 
great work and I think it gives 
people hope,” he said.

might deter them committing 
crime. 

“I also hope people might read 
the book and come forward with 
information about cases which 
remain open.”

arkhall Prison, home to 
television’s most 
notorious jail birds, has 
been off our screens for a 
decade but director Jody 
Randall still has a taste for the 
slammer. 

His project Bad Girls the 
Musical takes some of the 
best-loved characters and 
storylines from the first and 
second series of ITV’s 
cult-classic and adds a note of 
drama with songs. 

Yvonne, the Julies and Shell, 
all regulars from Bad Girls in its 
1999-2000 era, will be on stage at 
The Victoria Hall Theatre, Bury 
Road, Old Harlow, from Tuesday, 
October 11 until Saturday, 
October 15. 

Nightly performances will 
begin at 8pm. 

After taking charge of 
previous Harlow Theatre 
Company musical Rent, which 
was a hit last year, Jody said Bad 
Girls was an excellent fit for 
their autumn season.

T-rex-ellent pirate show is 
thrilling and heart-warming 


Big showdown at Wrestlefest 



CAPTAIN Flinn and the Pirate 
Dinosaurs 2: The Magic Cutlass 
is the theatre production set to 
embark on a UK tour and it 
docks in at Hertford Theatre on 
October 15. 

Les Petits Theatre Company, 
responsible for the hugely 
successful and award-winning 
Captain Flinn and the Pirate 
Dinosaurs was winner of the 
Primary Times Children’s 
Choice Award 2012. The 
company return to the high seas 
with The Magic Cutlass, the 
hugely anticipated sequel based 
on the award-winning book by 
Giles Andreae and Russell Ayto. 

The play is a lively and 
colourful adaptation of the book 
which is a story about Captain 
Flinn, a six year old boy and his 
quest to save his friends Pearl 
and Tom from the clutches of 
Captain T-Rex and his crew of 
dinosaur pirates. 

Talking to Hal Chambers, the 
Director of the play, he says 
“When you read through the 
books they seem almost 
unstageable so it was quite a feat 
to get it on stage.” 

Being the Captain of the 
Pirate Dinosaurs, the T-Rex had 
to have an audacious and 
powerful presence on the stage 
so Max Humpries, the puppet 
designer, came up with an eight 


foot tall puppet dinosaur who 
towers over the cast and 
audience. Initially on first 
meeting him he appears 
incredibly menacing however 
the audience soon realise that 
actually he’s a bit rubbish at 
being a dastardly villain as are 
the other dinosaurs. 

The show takes the audience 
on a rollercoaster of emotions 
with lots of costume and scene 
changes to keep everyone 
hooked. 

“Every three to four minutes 
there is a new surprise, mixing 
up the rhythm of the show” says 
Hal. “There are duelling scenes, 
songs and even an underwater 
scene where Flinn has to travel 
to the bottom of the sea to rescue 
the Cutlass from an Octopus.” 

The adaptation is a family 
theatre show with subtle jokes 
for the adults as well as big 
laughs for the whole audience. 

The book is bright and 
eccentric and it seems Hal and 
his team have managed to 
encompass all of that and more 
into the theatre show. And 
although the performance can 
be scary and thrilling, 
ultimately it has a big heart and 
there is warm message being 
told about the importance of 
friendship and sharing. 


WRESTLEFEST will return to 
Bishop’s Stortford later this 
month. 

The one-off show will take 
place at the Rhodes Arts 
Complex with the aim of raising 
money for charity. 

Wrestlefest is the brainchild of 
producer Phil Dale, who is also 
the artistic producer at Rhodes, 
and director Mike Fentiman, 
who has since forged career 
working on shows for the Royal 
Shakespeare Company and West 
End shows such as Made in 
Dagenham. 

Wrestlefest was first staged at 
the Playhouse in Harlow on a 
regular basis between 2005 and 
2008 and developed a cult 
following of fans who loved its 
mix of American-style wrestling 
and British pantomime. 

Phil said: “Wrestling is as 
much theatre as it is sport - we 
all know that really, but often 
people don’t want to buy into it. 

“So many times I hear people 
say ‘oh, but it’s not real’. That 
couldn’t be further from the 
truth - what you see is very real. 
These guys are highly trained 
athletes and the spectacle they 
put on is breathtaking.” 

The show is being staged to 
raise money for CALM, a suicide 
prevention charity following the 


recent passing of both Phil’s 
brother Mark and also Mark 
Benson, a professional wrestler 
who worked on the shows in the 
past.

ids just wanna have 
fun but the pursuit of 
reckless abandon 
conies at a price - 
virginity, childhood 
innocence, morality - in Andrea 
Arnold’s mesmerising, 
naturalistic portrait of 
disenfranchised youth. 

Semi-improvised like her 
previous films Red Road and 
Fish Tank, American Honey is a 
bravura study of loneliness, 
abandonment and sexual 
awakening, illuminated by 
director of photography Robbie 
Ryan’s documentary-style 
camerawork that remains 
uncomfortably close to 
characters as their emotional 
states unravel. 

This voyeuristic intimacy 
heightens in the explicit though 



dramatically necessary sex 
scenes, which leave nothing to 
the imagination and are 
awkwardly fuelled by 
adrenaline. 

We know every inch of the 
actors’ bodies by the time the 
end credits roll. 

Admittedly, it is a test of 
endurance to reach that point 
and Arnold, and her editor Joe 
Bini, could have happily 
trimmed at least 20 minutes. 


In this instance, you can have 
far too much of a good thing. 

Once again, director Arnold 
has unearthed a dazzling raw 
talent in lead actress Sasha 
Lane, who was spotted 
sunbathing on a beach and was 
cast without previous experience 
in front of the camera. 

This gamble pays off 
handsomely - Lane burns 
brightly in every scene, bristling 
with defiance and vulnerability 
as her free-spirited character 
barrels towards the cusp of 
womanhood at frightening 
speed. 

Eighteen-year-old Star (Lane) 
has been left to care for two 
young siblings, while her mother 
implodes on drugs. 

The children scour dumpsters 
for discarded food still fit for 
consumption and at night, Star 
endures the groping hands of her 
abusive stepfather. 

During a sortie to a 
supermarket, Star encounters a 
group of fun-loving teenagers led 
by Jake (Shia LaBeouf), who 
claims to be the manager of a 
door-to-door magazine 


subscription business. 

“You can make 300 dollars a 
day if you’re good,” Jake assures 
Star. 

Initially, she isn’t convinced by 
his bluster and haphazard attire, 
which he jokingly describes as 
“a little Donald Trumpish”. 

Determined to escape the 
degradation of home, Star hits 
the road with Jake and the other 
kids, including misfit Pagan 
(Arielle Holmes) and blonde 
prankster Corey (McCaul 
Lombardi). 

As they arrive at a motel, Star 
encounters the business’ 
iron-fisted boss, Krystal (Riley 
Keough), who only retains 
youngsters that sell 
subscriptions by peddling fake 
sob stories. 

Failure won’t be tolerated. 

Aside from a bloated running 
time, American Honey is a 
technical tour de force that also 
resonates on a deep emotional 
level. 

We feel every sucker punch to 
Star’s destiny and Arnold 
underscores these pivotal 
moments with pop and rock hits 



by the likes of Calvin Harris and 
Rihanna, Bruce Springsteen and 
Lady Antebellum. 

Newcomer Lane delivers a 
performance of unvarnished, 
painful honesty that holds our 


attention, even during the few 
moments when Star seems to be 
heading for disaster and we 
silently consider averting our 
gaze.

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I issan might generally 
still be known for a 
competent band of 
family cars like the 
Qashqai and little 
Micra but to any true petrol 
head the flagship GT-R super 
sports car has always been 
something different taking on 
the might of rivals like Porsche 
and winning over customers to 
the marque. 


It all came from the humble 
beginnings of the Skyline GT-R 
back in the Seventies and with 
progressive development over 
the years the current GT-R has 
now become something of an 
icon despite its hefty price tag. 


Next year’s model is just being 
released and it’s without doubt 
the best ever and the ultimate 
sports car for drivers who want 
racing circuit-like performance 
but with a few home comforts on 
board to make it an easy 
day-to-day normal road 
performer. 


Buyers of the GT-R though do 
so for its mechanical hardware 
and outright performance and 
not its name badge or anything 
else and with this latest 
incarnation it will leave them 
suitably impressed with the 
subtle changes and 
improvements the Nissan 
backroom have carried out. 


For starters there’s now 20bhp 


more from the 3.8-litre V6 twin 
turbocharged engine with 
562bhp on tap capable of 
accelerating this car from 0 to 
62mph in a claimed 2.7 seconds 
and having a circuit-only usable 
top speed of 196mph - all for a 
fiver under £80,000. 

Nissan’s GT-R brand manager 
Anthony Jones said that apart 
from the extra horsepower 
they’ve made the rev range 
wider, provided more torque, 
created an extra 20 per cent more 
airflow through the engine, 
slimmed down the rear pillars as 
part of better driver vision, 
revised the interior with better 
quality finish (Nappa leather) 
and simplified rotary dials on a 
better designed dashboard (the 
button count is down from 27 to 
11 ). 

In addition he adds there’s a 
neater, slightly larger at eight 
inches touch screen with 
improved acoustics too so that 
the driver can enjoy a better 
sound of the engine when in full 
flow and the driver’s shift 
paddles are now closer to the 
steering wheel for easier use. 

Driving this latest version and 
two improved aspects over the 
previous model stand out - that 
harsh ride has done and out at 
motorway speeds the intrusive 
noise in the cabin has also 
disappeared. 

As a driver what is vastly 
better this time around is the 



gearshift of the dual-clutch 
automatic transmission’s 
six-speed gear ratios and along 
with a much lighter but still 
positive feel to the car’s steering 
it’s a far more civilised car for 
daily use. 

Out on the motorway it’s 
generally much quieter, even 
with more boost pressure, and 
push it hard say between 
3,000rpm and the 7,000 rpm 
limiter and along with no 
defined turbo lack it’s 
acceleration is quite electrifying. 

There’s again a choice of three 
dampers which are equally 
impressive depending on how 
the driver wants to drive and 
what road conditions 
underneath are like - even in 
comfort mode on ordinary A and 
B class roads it offers a nice 
supple and now softer ride. 

Driven a bit more sportily, as 
most buyers will undoubtedly do 
so, then the car will respond 


accordingly with good 
acceleration when needed and it 
offers good, sharp turn-in and 
flat, fast cornering when 
available. 

Needless to say the brakes are 
excellent and as one would 
expect easily do their job when 
needed without any dramas and 
it thankfully remains a sports 
car to be enjoyed, on or off the 
race circuit - a brief few laps of 
the Thruxton race circuit proved 
the former right too. 

As for prices then as expected 
this latest GT-R is a bit more 
expensive - around a couple of 
grand on average - but apart 
from the enhanced performance 
and improved interior finishes 
the levels of standard equipment 
on board have also been 
increased. 

The starting model called Pure 
comes in at £79,995 followed by 
the Recaro at £87,995 and the 
Prestige at £91,995 and for those 
truly petrol anoraks as we say 
who want to drive it on a race 
circuit there is a Track edition at 
£91,995 with an even more 
spectacular performing GT-R 
Nismo version coming soon. 

Overall it’s certainly a subtly 
improved GT-R which won’t 
disappoint the real sports 
enthusiast whilst for other less 
so it’s now an even more quieter, 
civilised but excitingly 
fun-to-drive super sports car.

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Hawks boss Danny 
under no pressure 


Chapman confident team will 


turn things around

DANNY CHAPMAN doesn’t feel 
under any pressure from above, 
despite a poor run of form that has 
seen Harlow Town pick up just 
one win in eight games. 

Havant and Waterlooville were 
the latest to profit from a leaky 
Hawks defence on Saturday, find¬ 
ing the net five times to make it 12 
goals conceded in just three 
games for Chapman’s men. 

But the Hawks manager felt 
Saturday’s 5-2 defeat may have 
been a turning point for his side, 
as they kept fighting until the 
bitter end against a team he 
described as “miles ahead of any¬ 
one else in this league”.

“But I don’t feel under any pres¬ 
sure. I know what we do works 
and the attitude of the players on 
Saturday showed me something. 

“Even though we were 5-1 down 
at one point, we were still trying 
to do the right things and our 
intent was better. 

“If they keep showing that then 
we can definitely turn our form 
around.” 

Errors 

Individual errors cost the 
Hawks again in the defeat, which 
has becoming a recurring theme 
in recent games. 

The boss admitted that changes 
may have to be made soon if indi¬ 
viduals don’t learn their lesson. 

“Individual errors are costing 
us again and we’ve spoken about 
it before, those players need to 
start cutting them out. 

“Two of the goals on Saturday 
were poor individual mistakes. 

“If someone keeps making mis¬ 
takes it does make you think, do 
we need to make some changes? 


“We want to stick by everyone 
who’s got us here but if they keep 
making mistakes and they don’t 
change, then we may have to look 
at bringing other people in. 

“But there are no irons in the 
fire as such at the minute.” 

After three away games in a row 
the Hawks return home on Sat¬ 
urday for the visit of Staines 
Town. 

Their form at The Harlow 
Arena has been good so far this 
season and Chapman hopes one 
good result will put their recent 
woes behind them. 

“I think it is just a case of 
getting a win under our belts and 
we’ve been good at home this sea¬ 
son,” he said. 

“There is no question that if we 
get one good result we can build 
up from there and get going 
again. 

“We’re in the middle of a bad 
patch of form but that’s going to 
happen during the season. 

“We are not going to start pan¬ 
icking or changing what we’re 
doing. 

“We just need to keep ploughing 
away and cut out the little indi¬ 
vidual mistakes.”
